Santiago, Chile—City—An

astrous Chilean earthquake today 
Hew over Chilian, 220 miles south 
of Santiago, and reported finding 
the city of 40,000 inhabitants "com- 
pletely destroyed." 


The report of heavy damage to 


Chilian came as three army planes 
flew south to check unconfirmed re- 
ports 2,000 persons had been killed 
in Concepcion, important 
coastal' 


city 50 miles southwest of Chilian. 


The mayor .of 
Concepcion sent 


a terse message to the 
govern- 


'ment saying: 'Situation most seri- 
ous as a result of the earthquake. 
Unable to state number of casual- 
ties but many hundreds, probably 
thousands. Require food, medical 
aid. Desperately urgent." 


All available planes in Santiago 


were commandeered for relief and 
survey work as the government 
rushed medical and food supplies to 
the striken area by train, plane and 
boat Hundreds of doctors and nurs- 
es were mobilized for earthquake 
relief duty. 


Martial Law Rules 


Concepcion and the nearby coast- 


al city of Talcahuano were placed 
under a form of martial law. 


Official reports said that 100 dead 


had been counted thus far. cxclu-; 
sive of Chilian, and more than 500 
injured.

prices. His exports have cost him 
less than the market price, be- 
cause German labor and capital 
are conscripted: they have to work 
for much less than free labor and 
free capital demand. He has ex- 
changed these exports for the pro- 
ducts of countries that would oth- 
erwise have had to dump their 
surpluses at a ruinous price on the 
world market. He, has gotten less 
than it costs him to produce his 
exports: they have gotten less than 
the -world price. But they have got- 
ten more than jthe world 
price 


would have been if they had tried 
to sell their surplus. 


By orthodox standards this bar- 


ter is wholly "uneconomic." But 
since the only thing that mattered 
was to get the necessary raw ma- 
terials into Germany at any cost, 
the scheme has been a political 
success.

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• TAX EXEMPT BONDS AND SALARIES 


The President put his finger upon the 


strongest argument in his support when 
he declared that there is no place in our 
elaborately graduated income system for 
any haven of refuge or exemption such 
as tax exempt bonds or tax exempt sal-x 
aries. 


Theoretically, and actually no doubt, 


the man who buys tax exempt securi- 
ties pays for his exemption by the accep- 
tance of a lower interest rate. Yet this 
cannot be demonstrated to anything ap- 
proaching a mathematical certainty. 


For instance, the City of Appleton is 


able to borrow money for a period of 
years at a lower rate than the govern- 
ment of the United States, and this be- 
cause recent issues of federal bonds pre- 
sent no tax exemption whereas the in- 
terest on Appleton's bonds is exempt from 
the federal income tax although not from 
state income taxes. 


A certain pinch is bound to be felt 


if the President's recommendation is fol- 
lowed but, the country over, we think it 
is a proper idea, will result in more exact 
justice in the future, and the inequalities 
that appear will simmer down in due 
course. 


No doubt the public has been restive at

We do not think this important sub- 


ject should be attempted by Congress 
through the ordinary means of legisla- 
tion. Mr. Roosevelt is apparently advised, 
judging from the nature of his message, 
that this subject cannot be 
completely 


overhauled 
without 
a 
constitutional 


amendment Such being the fact it would 
be much wiser to handle the business 
through a comprehensive amendment at 
the outset It will take but a year. 


It is necessary to weigh carefully the 


extent, if at all, to which the government 
wishes to go in handling the privilege 
of taxing federal salaries to the states; 
and equal caution is required in the lan- 
guage employed which permits Congress 
to classify state salaries and make them 
subject to special burdens. Not even a 
vivid imagination is necessary to depict 
how these provisions could be abused if 
only to the extent of forcing states and 
their representatives to knuckle in to a 
Congress as careless in the penalties it 
imposed upon those -who disagreed with 
it as the last one. 


.Mr. Roosevelt estimates that the im- 


mediate effect of some of the improve- 
ments he has suggested will bring the fed- 
eral treasury above three hundred mil- 
lions a year. While we approve the pro- 
cedure simply because we think in the 
long run it will be a movement toward 
justice, we are privileged, nevertheless, 
to call the public's attention to the fact 
that what the federal government may 
gain the states and cities may lose, a mat- ;

he did say that he is against such taxes, 
because processing levies are consumers' 
taxes and undoubtedly depress purchas- 
ing power. 


Mr. Roosevelt is right about the de- 


pressing effect of processing taxes. And 
he was wrong when he championed such 
taxes in the old AAA. But you can't get 
any New Dealer to admit it. Processing 
taxe"s were "liberal," a few years ago. 
Now, no doubt they are "reactionary." 
Neither economic law nor the question of 
constitutionality has anything to do with 
the metamorphosis. 
The explanation is 


much simpler. The Leader has changed 
his mind.

bound trains between two and five a.m. They 
arc easy to distinguish by the instrument cases 
they carry. Women travel during those late 
hours in much greater numbers than one would 
expect. They, too, are easy to catalogue. There 
is the working girl—the telephone operator, hat 
check girl, chorus girl; the scrubwoman, mus- 
cled and big-footed; the woman who has been 
visiting friends and who is going home late 
alone (the New York woman gets accustomed 
to going around alone if she has to); and the 
girls and women who have been night clubbing, 
some of them gay in their evening dresses and 
others resting sleepy heads on the shoulders of 
their tuxedoed escorts.

Two Distinct Items 


To keep the picture clear it is 
necessary to distinguish between 
the reciprocal trade act and the 
sugar quota act. 


Under the reciprocal trade act, 


the State Department can negoti- 
ate tariff trade with other coun- 
tries in order to stimulate com- 
merce. Cuba always is favored as 
a matter of national policy and 
under the trade act the tariff on 
Cuban sugar has been consistently 
decreased in recent years until now 
it is only 90 cents a hundred pounds 
compared with $1.87J on other 
world sugar. 


Under the quota act, a separate 


piece of legislation, Cuba is allowec 
to ship into this country a fixed 
amount of sugar each year, usually 
about 2,000,000 tons. That is more 
than one-fourth of the 
approxi- 


mately 7,000,000 tons this country 
uses annually. The major balance 
of the American market is distrib- 
uted among American beet and 
cane sugar areas and Hawaii, Puer- 
to Rico, and the Philippines. 


The producing areas constantly 


seek a larger share, and American, 
producers insist that as a home in- 
dustry they should be allowed to 
produce all they can. Their 1933 
quota is 1,572,000 tons.

MUSCLE SORENESS 


One of the two causes of sore- 


ness in muscles after violent or 
unaccustomed exercise is actual 
rupture of muscle cell walls and 
exudation 
of blood 
and lymph. 


Soreness due to this cause persists 
until the tear or tears are healed. 
In exceptional instances 
the en- 
tire Jnuscle may be torn from its 
attachment to the bone or from 
attachment to its tendon, by a sud- 
den strain. Such an injury is called 
"charleyhorse."

The first violins sit on the con- 


ductor's left their leader, known as 
the "concert-master," occupies the 
first desk on the outside row.

on the right of the conductor, are 
the second violins. Next to them 
and towards the center are the 
violas. 


Next to the first violins, in an 


across-*tage position comparable to 
the violas, are the violtncclli. Di-

'cellos are the double basses. 


Wood-Wlnds In Center' 


This leaves the center of the stage 


to the wood-wind instruments. The 
flute and piccolo occupy the front 
row; th6 oboes, English horn, and 
clarinets,the row behind; and the 
bassoons, with- French horn, next.

Farmers in southern and western 


Wisconsin now have summer killing 
of alfalfa to contend with as well as 
winter.killing, according to infor- 
mation received by J. F. Magnus, 
Outagamie county agent. 


L. F. Graber of the college of ag- 


riculture has informed the county 
agent that this summer killing is 
caused by bacterial wilt. It stunts 
the stems and rots the root. It thins 
the" stand. Summer killing may pre- 
vail without being recognized by or- 
dinary observation until dead spots 
appear hi fields. It is always worse 
in-wet seasons and low places where 
water gathers and where winter in- 
juries are most severe. 


The survival of alfalfa plants can 


be strengthened by liming, fertilizing 
proper inoculations, good cutting 
and grazing management and the 
use of winter hardy varieties, Gra- 
ber says. In addition, varieties are 
needed that have a strong summer 
survival. 
Professor Graber has 


found only two varieties of which 
there is a commercial supply of 
seeds available having 
superior 


summer survival. They are the La- 
dak and Cossack varieties. Ladak is 
very slow in its recovery after cut- 
ting, but it is one of the best in re- 
sistance to bacterial wilt disease. 
However, blue grass invades Ladak 
more rapidly than it does Cossack. 
, "As a result of these findings, Gra- 
.ber suggests that farmers having 
difficulties with summer killing of

lapsed. This helped cause the crash 
in 1929; at least, it made the situa- 
tion much -worst.

Whether 
that progress or civilizatipn is to our 
credit and their discredit is ques- 
tionable."

than others, the speaker discussed 
the religious beliefs of inhabitants 
of islands off the Bay of Bengal, 
the bushman of Africa, the pygmies 
of the central part of Africa the 
inhabitants of Ticrra Del Fiego in 
the southern point of South Amer- 
ica and the inhabitants of the jun- 
gles of northern India.

stealing, adultry, killing; a supreme 
being to whom personal prayers 
may be asid. 


One race of the aborignials be- 


lieves that God created man be- 
cause he was lonesome: that the 
man had a son who died and God 


promised to raise him from the 
dead if man did not cat of the fruit 
from the tree on his grave. The 
man disobeyed and God said 'be- 
cause you disobeyed you shall toll 
and die and all men shall die with 
you.

"These facts." declared

Wlllingcr, "give rise to the question 
that in some way or other these ab- 
orginals got hold of Biblical 
ac- 


counts of the supreme being and 
the creation of man thought wide- 
ly separated with different ways 
of thinking and adoring that su- 
preme being. 


"It resolves itself to this 
fact, 


that religion is a natural thing and 
something revealed; that there is 
a unity of the entire human race 
created in the image of God. All 
men are bound by the ten com- 
mandments which are codification 
of natural laws written in the 
hearts of men."

wrong. Of 20,005 answers sent in 
17,318 ha'd the correct answer, pass: 
2,604 "fell off" a two spade bid; 63 
found peculiar bids (including a 
jump raise to four spades) with 
which we need not concern our- 
selves. 


Undoubtedly trump support is a 


good thing to have, but it certainly 
is not everything! There is all the 
difference in the world between 
a free raise and a courtesy raise. 
If ^ this had been a case of North 
opening with one spade and East 
passing. South would have to bid 
two spades (not one no trump!) to 
give North another chance in case 
the opening bid was based on a 
near two bid. East's overcall, how- 
ever, automatically extends this op- 
portunity to North, hence South is 
relieved of obligation. If he volun- 
teers a single raise North unques- 
tionably will place him with at 
least one outside trick and, acting 
on that premise, might make all 
sorts of fatal rebids. Few bidding 
errors are more destructive to part-

III—ODD "DOLLARS" 


So far as is known, the smallcs 


coin in history .was minted in south 
ern Indian about the year 1800. I 
was of gold, and measured onl> 
one-eighth of an inch from side to 
side! The value of the gold in thi 
coin today is about seven cents in 
our money.

not need to be of circular shape 
The largest coin on record wa: 
mcde in Sweden about three cen 
turies ago, and was given an ob 
long 'shape.

Ten-dbler pieces are on display in 


'Swedish museums today. They are 
of solid copper, and are 14 inches 
long. 10 inches wide, and half an 
inch thick. They weigh 45 pounds 
apiece! How would you like to car 
ry around a few coins of that si:< 
and weight? 


Happily our common coins do no 


weigh very much. Nine copper pen 
nies weigh only an ounce. A silver 
dollar weighs a little less than an 
ounce, and even that small weigh' 
is more than people in most sec- 
tions like to keep in their pockets 
In many places silver dollars are so 
seldom seen that they are a "cur- 
iosity." The general custom is to 
carry our dollars (when we have 
them) in the form of paper money 


In traveling: about the -world. 


have found dollars in use in 'severa 
countries' besides Canada and the 
United States. The "Straits dollar' 
is flic standard coin in Singapore 
It fr worth 'about 57 cents in our 
money. 
- In" Hong' Kong I found the "Ho^ 
Koag' dollar" or "British dollar" in 
use. and in Shanghai the so-callec 
"Chinese dollar." Both are of sil- 
ver. and both are worth less than 
half a dollar in our money. 


Most coins minted in the world 


are of smaller size than dollars. The 
shilling (a silver piece the. size of 
a quarter) is used in Austria. New 
Zealand., the TJnion of South Afri- 
ca and -spme'other parts of the Brit- 
ish Empire as well as in Great Bri- 
tain.

its dinner meeting at the Elwood 
hotel Monday evening. 


The tuberculin skin tests which 


were gix'cn all New London school 
children a year ago are a positive 
means of d'ectection and positive 
cases should be followed up with 
isolation and proper treatment ad- 
vised by the physician, she said 
A sanatorium is the best place to 
recover because it provides all ad 
vantages, removes danger of spread 
ing the infection, and patients are 
taught how further to aid in the 
prevention of the disease. Social 
rehabilitation is an important part 
of the cure, she said. 


The death toll from tuberculosis 


in the United States in 1937 amount- 
ed to 70,000 persons, she reported 
More than 1.000 died in Wisconsin, 
Poor environment 
increases 
the 


prevalence of the disease and among 
laborers the rate of infection is 
highest among unskilled workers, 
she said. 
The mortality rate is 


highest between the ages of 20 and 
45 years. 


Miss Wilson was assisted in her 


lecture by Miss Horjan of the Visit- 
ing Nurses association at Oshkosh. 
She illustrated her talk with charts 
which she explained were financed 
by the annual Christmas seal sale 
fund.
